DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 05/16/2002 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argue that the last sentence of the constitution of the English abstract 
in Kenichi is inaccurate and based on the translation submitted the concentration of the 
impurity in n-well 6 is higher than the concentration of the impurity in the n-substrate 1 
(page 2, lines 10-14 and page 3, lines 1-8). Furthermore, the applicant argue that claim 
1 teach that the concentrations are "substantially equal" (page 3, lines 1-8). 

The examiner submits that the term "substantially equal" is broad, since the 
amended claim does not define the metes and bounds the term "substantially equal". 
Therefore, even with applicant's argument regarding the translation, the examiner 
maintains that the n-type impurities in the n-type substrate (1 ) is substantially equal to 
the n-well (6) of Kenichi as set forth in the paper No. 21 . 

Also, the examiner request an affidavit certifying that the translation of Kenichi 
submitted by the applicant is accurate.
